NOT WISE NOR HOSPITABLE 


The Democratic minority in the 
Legislature leaves no stone un- 
turned to antagonize the Demo- 
cratic National Administration and 
increase the prejudice it already 
has tothe injury of Nevada.

Congressional Proceedings. 
WASHINGTON, January 25. 

The protection Democrats com- 
pleted the consideration last night,of a 
bill to reduce the surplus revenus, 
upon which they have been at work 
for some time past. The meeting was 
attended by about 20 Congressmen, 
including members from the Southern 
Anti-Internal Revenue Organization. 
The principal and general features of 
the bill, are the same that have. been 
published from time to time. It 
wipes out the tax on tobacco and 
Weiss beer, and also the license tax on 
dealers in whisky. The question 
whether the tax on alcohol used in 
the arts should be reduced, is left an 
open one to be decided by the House. 
The provisions of the Randall bill, 
which increased the duties io certain 
cases are stricken out. The free list of 
the Randall bill has also been aug- 
mented. 

The enrolled copy of the Inter-State 
Commerce bill was signed by the 
Speaker, and after it has been signed 
by the presiding officer of the Senate 
it will be sent to the President. 

Senator Jones says that the nomina- 
tion of Charles W. Irish, who was re- 
cently appointed Surveyor General of 
Nevada, will, in all probability, be re- 


jected by the Senate. 


Marvard College. 
Boston, January 25. 
The annual reports of the President 
and Treasurer of Harvard College 
will be given to the public w-day. The 
President's report calls attention to 
the changes in the Statutes of the U ai- 
versity, by which all religious ser- 
vices are placed upon a voluntary 
footing. This was attended with the 
creation ofa Board of college preach- 
ers, six in number, to whom the 
chapel services and pastorial care of 
the studants were cominitied. Presi- 
dent Elliot says the ‘‘success of the 
new method during the first three 
months of the current year, has sur- 
prised those even who advocated it 
most strongly.’’ The Treasurer’s re- 
port shows that the invested funds of 
the University amount to $5,190,772, 


an increase over the previous year of 
about $270,000.

Dr, Gould, then direcior of the saine 
institution.

Au Excitable People. 
BRUSSELS, January 25. 

A riot occurred in the theater at 
Ghent,during the progress of aFlemish 
play, representing the French Repub- 
licans’ occupation of Belgium in an 
unfavorable light. Ata pre-arranged 
signal, a body of workmen and social- 
ists in the audience began to hoot the 
actors. This resulted in a fight be- 
tween the workmen and socialists and 
the tradesmen and middle-class peo- 
ple present. The Marsailleaise was 
sung, and fora time the theater was 
the scene of the greatest disorder. The 
police were summoned and quelled 
the disturbance, Many arrests were 
made. 

The Queen’s FPytic 
LONDON, January 2. 

At a Cabinet council held at Wind- 
sor to-day, the Queen read and ap- 
proved her speech to be delivered 
from the throne at the opening of Par- 
liament on Thursday. Gladstone ar- 
rived in London to-day. At the sta- 
tions and along the road from Hawar- 
den, he was recognized by the people 
and enthusiastically cheered.
